The application has been amended as follows: 
1 . A method for determining binder distribution on a sample comprising: 

a) selecting a sample, 

b) contacting the sample with a transf e r m e d i um filter paper in a manner 
such that at least 1 5% of any isocvanate binder present on the sample surface is 
transferred to the transf e r m e d i um filter paper , 

c) exposing the transf e r m e d i um filter paper from b) to ultraviolet radiation to 
make the isocvanate binder fluoresce, 

d) imaging visible wave emissions of the fluorescing isocvanate binder 
present on the transf e r m e d i um filter paper onto a camera, 

e) converting the image generated in d) to an electronic signal, 
and 

f) relaying the electronic signal generated in e) to a means for correlating 
distribution of isocvanate binder to the electronic signal received.

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2 and 5-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest the method for determining binder distribution on a sample as 
claimed. The closest prior art is U.S. Patent No. 6,867,421 under Hunt et al., U.S. 
Patent No. 5,455,217 under Chang et al., and non-patent literature Yutaka et al. (Direct 
Evidence for Low-Density Regions in Compacted Spray-Dried Powders, J. Am. Ceram. 
Soc. Vol. 84, No. 10, 2001 pages 2454-56). Hunt et al. discloses a method for 
determining binder dosage with fluorescence imaging, but does not teach or suggest 
contacting a sample with a transfer medium such that at least 15% of any binder 
present on the sample surface is transferred to the transfer medium. Chang et al. 
teaches a method of transferring binder from a sample to a transfer medium but 
provides no teaching or suggestion for fluorescing the binder for determining binder 
distribution. Saito et al. teaches transferring the binder to a liquid medium for 
determining binder distribution, but provides no teaching or suggestion for fluorescing 
the binder. None of these references are combinable as they are non-analogous art. 
Therefore, the instant claims are allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
